THE RIGHTA OF A CODERGYMAN “sErrnEn” As

RROTOR—THE RIGHT OF A VESTRY TO DISMIS®

A CLEROYMAN—ANOTHER INTERPRETATION OF

CANON 4, TITLE 2, OF THE PROTESTANT EPIS-

COPAL CHURCH.,

The following communioation is in answer
to one that appeared in our columnsa fow
days ago, and it takes amother view of the
rights of clergymen and vestries under the
oivil Iaw and the eanons of the Ohuarch: —

There is no law in Pennsylvania distin-

guishing between a contract entered into by
# olergyman and one made by any other citi-
zen, far as the law is concerned, clergy-
men are on the same footing as other persons.

The position of the rector in oivil
courts, unless there is a particular contract,
is that of sn employe without a fixed term of
office, but st a certain rate of compensation.
Such a relation may be severed by either

right, 126. Peacock vs. Chambers, 10
Wright, 454, Kirk vs; Hartman, 18, P, F,
Smith, 97.)

It is true the canons or laws of the reli-
gious bodies to which the parties belong may
impose obligations nson them which supple-
ment the civil law, and become, gusad hoe, the
particular contract or a part of it, and which as
such will be recognized in the civil tribunals,

Has the General Convention of the Protes-
tant Episcopal Church in the United States
of America legislated upon the relation of
pastor, and e¢hurch, or vestry?

It has done so distinctly, changing and
repealing its canons from time to time, nntil
the only legislation of the Ohurch upon the
subject is Title I, Oanon 4 of the Digest,
entitled “'Of the Dissolution of a Pastoral
Connection.”

This canon recognizes the right, which we
have shown exists by the civil law, to dis-
solve the connection, ns residing either in
the vestry or the reotor. But in exercising
that right, it must be done with the concar-
rence of the Bishop, or in his absence of the
Standing Committee, if a union with the con-
vention of the diocese is sought to be main-
tained.

If the Bishop refuses his comcurrence, the
party taking the initiative in the discussion
is not, ipse facto, forever out off from union
with the convention, but may be restored to
it on making such satisfaction as the conven-
tion may require. Of course, if the conven-
tion approves the action, it can restors with-
out any satisfaction other than a statement of
the case, notwithstanding the refusal of the
ecclesiastical authorities to conour.

The second section of the canon strength-
ens this iuterpretation of the first, it declar-
i?xf *in case of a regular and canonical dis-

ution of the connection between a minister
and his congreation the Bishop,or, if there be
no Bishop, the Standing Committes, shall
direot the Secretary to the Convention to re-
cord the same.”

Any dissolution is regular and eanonical to
which the Bishep or Standing Committee, as
the case may be, has given consent. If the
dissolution has been by the act of the vestry
or minister, with the cencurrence of the
ecolesiastical authority, it is still a dissolu-
tion, but not regular and canonical, and in
that case it is to be laid before the conven.-
tion of the dioocese,

Canon 2 of this title is not in pari ma-
teria. It provides for the punishment of
oftenses,

Canon 4 msy come into foree without any
offense haviog been committed. It is enough
if the ecclesiastical authorities approve the
separation. A trial is not necessary—was not
intended. All was done which was deemed
essential for the protection of either party
when the consent of the ecclesiastieal sutho-
rity was required. The dissolution is com-
plete when the vestry or congregation, as
the ease may be, have dismissed or the rector
has resigned. 'The ecclesiastical authority has
no part in the dismissal. It imposes, or re-
lieves from, the penalty—nothing 1sore.

The argument of Judge Ludlow in the case
of Batterson vs. Thompson eoniounds things
entirely distinct when he likens the dissolu-
tion of ministerial cemnection fo a degrada-
tion. This puts an end to the employment
of the clergyman in a partioular field. The
other displaces him from the ministerial office
or function.

The Judge, with all due respect, uses lan-

bordering on the sensational when he
e me, “*Can it be possible that any minis-
ter may be summarily ejected from his parish
without s trial?” The troe question is, *‘Is
there any difference between a contract with
a minister and any other person, in its legal
effect?” That the foregoing argument gives
the real import of the canon of 1865 will be
evident to any person who will compare its
Ianguage with that of the canons which pre-
ceded it.

In 1804 two canons were enacted. One,
No. 83, “‘of the dissolution of the pastoral
connection,” which ran thus, *‘When any
minister has been regularly induoted or
settled in a- parish or church, /e shall not be
digmissed without the coueunrréence of the
ecolesinstical suthority of the diocese or
State,"” eto. eto. eto., as in the present canon,

The canon of 1808 was in the same words,

that “instituted” was snbstituted for
“inducted,” and the following words were
added:—“*This canon shall not be obligatory
upon thore BStates or dicceses with whose
usages, laws, er charters it interferes,” which
Dr, Hawks on 810 of his contribation to
the ecclesisstical history of the United States
explains thus:—*‘The last (change) arose
from the fact, that as a relation between a
minister and his people involved a mere civil
contract for work and labor to be dons, it, of
o0’ like every other civil contract, was
subject to the lex loed, and the Church had no
pewer to interfere with the legslation or
courts of the several Btates.”

Oanon 53 of 1832 was the same.

There was also a canon of 1304, No. 34,
renewed in 1508, and called the thirty-fourth
canon of 1532, which was {n pawi materia,
aud called *‘Of differences between ministers
and their " This canon re-
quired all the presbyters of the diocese to be

was extrewely inconsistent in practice. These

The lsngusge is no longer “‘shall not be,”
but *‘in oase he is dismissed.” The canon of
1804 forbidding, that of 1500 permitting,
but subject to conenrrence. .

In the ordaining of priests this language is
veed-—the Bishop addresses these words to
the person to be obtained: —

““Will you reverently obey your Bishop
and other chief ministers who, according w
the canons of the Ohuroh, may have the
charge and government over you; following
with a glad mind and will their godly admo.-
nitions, and submitting yeurself to their
godly jndgmenta ?"

. AN ORDINANOCE
TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE CON-

BTRUCTION OF CULVERTS AND FOR

POLICE PURPOSER.

8ection 1, The Belect £=3 Common Couneils
of the City of Philadel-%1a do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphis be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow at not less than par, op
the credit of the elty, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars,
to be applied ne follows, vizi—
Firet. For the copstruction of cul-
verts, one hundred and tweaty-five thou-
gaud dollars., Becond. For the purchase of

round and the erection and extension of build-
pge for Police Station-houses, three hundred
thousand dollars, For which interest, not to
exceed the raté of six per cent. per aunnum,
ehall be pald balf yearly, on the first days of
January and July, at the office of the Clty
Treasurer. The principal of said loan shall be
payable and paid at the expiration of thirty
years from the date of the same, and not befors,
without the consent of the holders thereof; and
the certificates therefor, in the usunal form of
the certificates of @ity Loan, shall be issued in
guch amounts as the lenders may require, but
not for any fractional part of one hundred dol-
lars; or, if required, In amounts of five hundred
or one thovsand dollars; and it shall be ex-
pressed In said certificates that the loan therein
mention, and the interest thereof, are payable
free from all taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
oy virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of
this ordinance, annually appropriated out of the
income of the corporale estates and from the
snm ralged by taxation, a sum sufficient to pay
the Interest on eaid certifiates; aud the further
eum of three-tenths of one per centum on the
par value of such certificates so Issued shall be
appropriated quarterly out of said income and
taxes to a sinking fond, which fund and its ac-
cumulations are hereby especlally pledged for
th redemption and payment of smd certif-
cates.
